‘The 
movement to collect and preserve the 
popular poetry and music began in 
earnest. Between 1842 and 1852 Erben 
published three volumes of Tzech 
songs, and _ in 1860 Martinovsky 
brought out another hundred folk 
melodies. Mrs. Newmarch also notes 
that Susil performed the same service 
for the Moravian songs, while at a 
somewhat later date Zvonar called 
) attention to the musical vaiue the 
Bohemian popular tunes. 

The geographical position 
three Tzecho-Slovak provinces has 
exercised marked influence on the 
national music. In the northwest, 
that to sav in’ Bohemia proper, 
proximity to Germany has, to a con- 
siderable degree, modified the char- 
acteristic features of the _ primitive 
folk songs. On the other hand, the 
songs of the Slovak peasantry, con- 
fined within narrow boundaries and 
remote from the currents of cosmo- 
politan culture, have retained many 
of their archaic peculiarities. Ac- 
cording Mrs. Newmarch, the two 
musical tendencies—-the western and 
eastern—dwell side by side in a cer- 
tain harmony of patriotic sentiment, 
but each follows its own tonal and 
rhythmic system. 

The songs of Bohemia 
generally speaking. more 
than arresting, for their model and 
rhythmic angles have been gradualls 
rubbed away by contact with Germany.

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MUSIC IN AN ART 
MUSEUM 


Specially for The Chrtatian Moience Monitor 

BOSTON, Maasachueetts An ac 
count of the encouraging musical ac. 
tivities of the Cleveland Museum 


of Art which appeared in these 
columns not long ago led a repre 
sentative of The Christian Science 
Monitor to seek out ‘Thomas Whitney 
Surette, who has these activities in 
charge. with the intention of learning 
from him his secret in being able to 
make an audience enjoy singing good 
music rather than the trash which is 
too often heard at a community sing 
There was no secret, the interviewer 
found, and the method simplicity 
| itself 

“Any crowd,” 
rise to the big things. 
fine music, if they Know it, 
this. they will keep on singing it. 
ordinary community singing 
peters out because they use cheap 
music, and shallowness in music, as 'n 
everything else, soon makes an end of 
itself. In the regular singing eve- 
nings which we have instituted at the 
Cleveland Museum, between 400 and 
500 come in to sing, and the first thing 
1 teach them is a Bach chorale. They 
learn it easily, they like it, and they 
sing it with all their hearts. 

“Not long azo. I had at Jackson. 
Michigan, an audience of about 1000) 
who learned and sang a Bach chorale 
—and everybody sang. You see, there 
can be no real education in music 
except by ear training, and this comes 
only through singing. Now the great 
trouble with many community song 
leaders in this country is that they do 
not see the difference between good 
music and cheap; consequently they 
teach poor stuff and maturally interest 
in it soon evaporates. 

“The great trouble with our pursuit 
‘of the arts in this country fs that too 
few of us take an active part. We are 
iall passive and in music especially 
our passivity is due to the fact that 
we are taught nothing but technique, 
and knowing nothing but technique, 
we cannot sing. We take our young 
children in the schools and fill them 
‘up with the technique of do, re, mi, 
and we do it in so overbearing and 
disciplinary a fashion that we can- 
not blame the poor child for acquir

“Another group is being reached 
through the free public lectures on 
Wednesday and Friday evenings, at the 
close of which the audience sings 
The chief effort in our musical work at 
Cleveland is spent on the Sunday eve- 
ning gatherings. At these, in addition 
to the Bach chorales, the better class 
of war songs has been used, and of 
these an old American artillery song 
called ‘The Song of the Caissons’ has 
proved extremely popular. I have 
prepared a book of Bach's chorales in 
which-I use words by William Blake, 
Milton.

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Canal Freighting in Private Hands 


IN HIS annual report to the New York Legislatur« 
General W. \WV. Wotherspoon, Superintendent of Public 
\Vorks of that State, makes an appeal for the formation 
of treight-carrving companies and the investment of 
private capital in the state canal transportation business. 
life declares that a large amount of tonnage which should 
he moved by the interior waterways is ‘now held because 
of inadequate means of transportation. 

Speaking of the great New York canals, he says that 
the ultimate success of the improved system “‘depends 
entirels upon whether energetic and able men with sufii- 
cient capital at their disposal will enter the field.” “An 
inland water route,” he says, “superior to any 1m this or 
in any European country, maintained and operated at 
state expense, 1s offered for the use of all, free of charge. 
surely, there are sufficient enterprising citizens who, rec- 
ognizing the opportunity afforded for a profitable under- 
taking, will take advantage of 4t.”’ 

Opportunities nearly, 1f not quite, as good, await enter- 
prise and capital investment in other states, but, it seems, 
hetore they are availed of by business men there will have 
to be greater assurance than has been forthcoming 1n the 
past against unfair rail competition. lor the time being 
the United States Railroad Administration is giving this 
assurance, but it is only for the time being. A determined 
movement looking to the handing of the ratlroads back 
to private owne rship a ind management is afoot, and those 
who are behind it are not willing even to agree wiih 
the Director-General, Mr. MeAdoo, that government 
control should have at least a_ five’ years’ trial 
before abandonment. General \Votherspoon  him- 
self, turning from the point that seemingly 1s 
nearest him, enters upon an argument = against 
government control “With the war brought to 
a close,” “it is neither necessary nor desirable 
that the control of freight movement should remain with 
the tederal at ithorities longer than will be required to 

adjust business conditions to a peace basis.” He, how- 
ever, contends tor juris sdiction by the State “over all mat- 
ters relative to our canals,’ But state jurisdiction in the 
past has never pr eich water transportation interests 
against unfair rail competition. The idie rivers of the 
West, and idle canals everywhere, afford ample proot 
of this. 

Millions of ‘tons of heavy, slow freight, now moved 
by and constituting a burden to the railroads, 
water, and would be moved 
control over transportation by a power 
not opposed to waterways were established. The 
federal government is at present helping to resuscitate the 
carrying business of the Mississippi, and private enter- 
prise is encouraged to help the good work along, but it 
transportation escapes from government control, and the 
old system of private rail management is permitted to 
come back, pnb rates to Mississippi points will, 
judging the future by the past, soon throw the barge 
lines out ot business. 

New York is at present unable to give assurance to 
the private enterprise and capital which General Wother- 
spoon invites that, if they entered into canal treight 
hauling, they would be permitted to continue init. 
The tirst things to be settled, not only for the New York 
canals but for all internal waterways, are whether the 
waterway in the future is to have an equal opportunity 
with the railway, and how this equality of opportunity ts 
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Zeitun 


To tHe few who are tamihar with the cities, towns, 
and countryside of Syria and Armenia from the tact 
that they have been there and seen tor themselves, as to 
the many who are acquainted with them from books and 
pictures, one of the interests of the next few months 
and years will be the comimeg back into news and story 
of places well known in the days before the war. Thus 
\leppo already has a wonderful new chapter added to 
its prodigious history. Mosul, too, has once again, within 
the last few months, proved its right to be called the 
“place of connection’; whilst Beirut, Marash, and many 
others will all have their tale to tell. 

Amongst these others, no story, surely, will be looked 
forward to with greater interest than the story of Zeitun, 
the astounding r ck-climbing city, some hundred and fifty 
miles north of ‘Aleppo, in the gorge ot the Zeitun Su. 
lor Zeitun has always held a place of special regard 
amongst those who are fanuhar with the dogged struggle 
of the Armenians, i coah the centuries, for indepen- 
dence. Nowhere else, indeed, has this struggle been so 
dogged and withal so strangely successful, as amongst 
the Zeitunlis. lor six hundred years and more, they have 
united to hold their own against all comers. During the 
last half-century, they have defeated the Turkish forces 
repeatedly, and, on one occasion, captured the fort built 
to overawe the town, on the rocks above the gorge. If 
any Armenian, as one writer has put it, wishes to do well 
by his race, he should compile a short story of Zeitin, 
particularly with relation to the last fifty vears, making 
avoiding foolish legends and religious 
for there 


no large claims, 
Sqpui abbles, and letting the story speak for itselt: 
is nothing equal to 1t “daewhere j in Asia Minor. 

Usually, the Armenian is quiet and unassuming. tle 
is a man of industry and trade. He leaves the festival, 
the celebration, and all manner of outward show to his 
neighbor. Ile goes about his business, as at 
\larash, the nearest town to Zeitun, for instance, ever 
unobtrusively, knowing that the less he is heard and seen 
the better and the safer m every way. ‘In Zeitun, however, 
all is different. The Zeitunh has ever been a great war- 
rior, a great freebooter, too, be it said, although in later 
vears he has been rapidly forsaking such ways-and means 
for more orderly pursuits, and every approach to the 
town shows more keenly the Zeitunli is aware of the 
natural advantages of his “city in the clouds,” and that 
he is quite determined to make the most of them. As 
to the town itselt, every word, or combination of words. 
which helps to convey the idea of sheer precipice must be 
requisitioned for its description. It is the delight, and, 
indeed, apparently, the demand of the Zeittinli that his 


tront windows shall overlook a precipice It is a point 
of honor with him, apparently, that the rock shall not 
project in front of his house, and most desirable we 
his house shall project, as far as possible, beyond th 
rock and over the precipice. If, by any chance, he should 
find his projection difficult to secure by ordinary means, 
then his neighbor, some seventy or eighty feet below him, 
if he is so fortunate as to have so near a neighbor, will 
not object to his propping up his house bv ‘neans of long 
and slender poles planted in his orchard. Thus Mr. 
7. Childs, in his book ‘Across Asia Minor on Foot.” tells 
of how he scrambled about the town over flat roofs of 
many different levels, and passed among little chimneys, 
assured by his guide that he was upon the regular road 
to the place he sought. Sometimes he looked-downward 
over sloping red-tiled roofs and flat earthern roofs which 
scemed to cover the mountainside like slates, so closely 
were they set. “.\nd sometimes, again,’ he adds, “the 
npressive view was decidedly wank: for above you 
rose a sheer hundred feet of wall, topped with building 
serenely overhanging. The precipice again, in

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THE bonfires which lit up i padon during the armi:- 
stice celebrations were famihar sights in the London of 
Heary VIII's reign. At the sunsetting, in the months of 
June and July, says Old Stow the Chronicler, “Bonefires,”’ 
as they were called in his dav, were made inthe streets, 
“every man bestowing wood or labor towards them.” 
Citizens set out tables near the fires, with plentiful refresh- 
ments, on festival days, and thereunto they invited 
their neighbors, and “passengers” also, “to sit and he 
merry with them in great familiarity.” - These “bonefire”’ 
celebrations were considered good opportunities for the 
closing of old disputes, and for the bringing of good 
ainity among neighbors. 


ILLUMINATIONS, too, were practiced in Stow’s time. 
Ife speaks of the custom on the days of St. Peter and St. 
Paul for every man to shadow his door with green. 
birch, long fennel, St. John’s wort, orpin, and white lilies, 
and adds that some of the citizens had lamps of glass 
with oil burnmg in them all night. Some, too, hung out 
branches of iron curiously wrought containing hundreds 
of lamps lighted at once, which made a good “show. 


Ir 1s stated that Soo,000 acres of agricultural land in 
the State of Connecticut has reverted to a wild state in 
the past fifty or sixty years. Connecticut is not a very 
large State, either. New [lampshire has 2000 idle farms 
which might be purchased for less than the cost of the 
Innidings. Vermont has as many more. These and 
like figures are being brought out in connection with the 
ovement to place returning soldiers on the land.

ALL over the United States ‘and in much of Europe 
consumers are asking for Indian corn and are getting— 
pork.

Long hailed as king in America, it is extending its sway 
to the whole world. 


Hap not the present plans § for the improvement of 
Boston Common been gone over in advance with the 
(Common Society and with individual Bostonians whose 
enthusiasm for the Common has been a valuable ‘asset 
to the city im preserving that famous spot intact, there 
would doubtless have been n nany a determined protest at 
the tree-cutting now being done there, Vigorous appeals , 
would have been made to the woodmen to spare those 
trees; but since it 1s declared that.the trees must go for 
the sake of other and better ones, the ax hews busily and 
nobody protests. A recent survey showed 14180 trees on 
the Common; only 43 of them have survived their useful- 
ness and are being done away with. When the Park 
Department next spring sets out 70 elms and 4o lindens. 
the tree population of the Common will be greater than 
ever. And how few persons know that Boston Common 
was originally an open meadow, with one big tree all by 
itself! 


IN THE ereat collection of prints showing the sports, 
pastimes, ank d adventurous enterprises of mankind during 
four centuries, which Mr.-W. A. Baillie-Grohman. the 
l-nglish collector, has offered for purchase by the United 
States, one print in particular 1s Of interest to Americans. 
It depicts Amerigo Vespucci just landed on the continent 
that was afterw ard named for him, and pleasantly wel- 
comed by a native person, presumably an “American 
Queen,” comfortably swinging in an unmistakable ham- 
mock. Some historians question whether V espucci ever 
got to America in person, and the old Sixteenth Centurv 
print does not necessarily prove it, for V espucci was long 
popularly believed to have made the trip. It does. how- 

~ ever, show a familiarity with the plants and animals that 
Giovanni della Strada lav ishly added to his picture which 
leads to the belief that he workéd from sketches made b 
somebody else who had really seen them. .
